If they cannot be con­ 
sidered as average it probably is be­ 
cause farm ers who go to the trouble 
of k eeping financial records usually 
are more, progre ss* - than the aver- 


age and probably give more thought 
and intelligent work to the operation 


of their farms. 
This, then, may very 
properly give us reason for believ­ 
ing tha t the real average farm in­ 
come is below the figure of $1,000. 


This certainly does not mak e one 


envious of the tiller of the soil. W hat 
city dweller doe« not mak e more, with 
*o investment, while the farm er of­ 
ten has thousands of dollars invest­ 


ed? Of course the argument may be 
m ade that the figures quoted do not 
allow for house rent which usually 
m u s t be paid by the urban work er, 
and for home-grown food products. 


T his is true, but neither do the fig­ 
u res include any allowance for the 
labor of the members of the farm er’s 
f a m Jlv, and even the women members ; 


often spend much time work ing in 


the fields. 
W hen the farmer, aided by a 
the 
■members of his family, and an in­ 
vestm ent of several thousand dollars 
cannot realize a net income of more 
tha n $1.000, it is rather conclusive 
proof tha t something is wrong. And 
■while it is undoubtedly true that ih? 
industry itself is partly responsible 
because 
individuals

heed progress in other phases of life 
•which naturally demand change in

England's refusal to accept the sec­ 
ond 
compromise 
proposal 
made by 


the other creditor powers is irrefut­ 
able evidence that no concession is to 


bi made by that nation, but that she 
expects all of her demands to be sub­ 
stantially met. 
While there was no 
discussion as to 
how far the first 
proposal of the creditor powers went 
toward meeting the British demands, 
English representatives arguing that 
'he plan fulfilled only about 20 per 
cent of the proposals as outlined by 
heir Governmfcnt, while the other 
powers declared 
that 
it 
fulfilled 
about 60 per cent. 


This latest proposal of the creditor 
powers guaranteed Great Britain SO 
per cent of her demands, but Eng­ 


land rejected it almost a? arbitrarily 
as she did the first offer. It seems 
that when dealing with John 
Bull 


there are to be no compromise, but 
every settlement must represent full 
concession or. the part of the other 
powers or powers involved. 


Perhaps it will be best for this con­ 
ference to end in failure, 
It would 


create sentiment against Great B rit­ 
ain that in time might force the Gov­ 


ernment to modify its arbitrary pol­ 
icy. 
Peace cannot be established and 
perpetuated 
on 
arbitrary 
policies 
among nations, for sooner or later 
these policies m ust clash, and then 
there must be compromise, and na t­ 
urally compromises are expected to 
represent concessions on the part of 
all involved. 


As long as England 
pursues 
a 
course tha t fails to tak e the plans, 
and policies of other nations into 
consideration, peace will not be as­ 


sured. The failure of the present con­ 
ference will mean that Europe must 
continue in a state of financial u n­ 
rest which naturally will be reflected 
in business and commerce, but ami­ 
cable relations cannot be established 
o 
a permanent basis until England’s 
policy is changed, and it may be as 


well that the crisis be brought on 
now as later.
